From U. 5. to Axis 


Americans Sending Oil 
To Germany and Japan, 
Iowa Senator Declares

Declaring he had received reports 
that American companies had sup- 
plied war materials to the Axis 
powers “in scores and scores” of 
instances, Senator Gillette, Demo- 
crat, of Iowa said today he would 
press for establishment of a joint 
congressional committee to investi- 
gate. 

“It is a strange thing,” Senator ! 
Gillette said, “that we are spend- 1 
ing such vast sums to aid one side 
. in the war and that we still allow 
vital war materials to go to the Axis 
countries. The people are entitled 
to know the facts about the situa- 
tion.” , 

The Iowa Senator,, continuing an 
interview, asserted that “the most 
flagrant, reported abuses have been 
ih the petroleum ihdustry ," and 
added: 

“Motor fuel supplied by United 
States companies has been leaving 
Latin American ports for Germany 
and Italy. 

Japan Gets U. S. Aid. 

The Dutch East Indies recently 
have increased their allocation of 
petroleum to Japan and this is be- 
ing refined and transported by Brit- 
ish and American companies. West 
Coast shipments of petroleum to 
Japan have increased tremendously 
since the first of the year, and the 
Japanese now are running virtually 
I a ferry service to get it across.” 

In some instances, Senator Gil- 
lette declared, American companies 
have worked through foreign sub- 
sidiaries to send materials to the. 
Axis countries or have acted as

The investigation would be fi- 
I nanced with a $20,000 appropriation 
i ant ^ probably would -be undertaken 
in co-operation with Justice Depart- 
ment studies of connections between 
American and foreign firms which 
might affect the national defense 
program. 

Gillette said he, understood that 
the Justice Department already “has 
collected a mass of information” on 
that subject. 

Lee and Nye Dispute. 

Foreign policy debate broke out 
anew on the floor of the Senate yes- 
terday, with Senator Lee, Democrat, 
of Oklahoma declaring that the 
United States “is sleeping while Brit- 
ain’s lifeline is cracking,” and Sen- 
ator Nye, Republican, of North Da- 
kota asserting this country will be- 
come “the most hated and despised 
of all the nations” after the war. 

“It grows increasingly evident,” 
Senator Nye asserted, “that men au- 
thorized and accepted as spokesmen 
for our Government have played 
‘sic ’em’ in Europe and helped to 
lead countries to their death with, 
first, promises of help we didn’t have 
in our possession to give, and, sec- 
ond, with threats of United States 
enmity toward them if they didn’t 
go to war.”

| failure of Allied forces to invade / 

■ Germany, “the spawning ground of 
; war.” 

“Britain is asking our help, calling 
for it,” Senator Lee added. “Has 
American lost her soul, her spirit?”
